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Are our state legislators failing in their 
to future college education: 

It appears they have adopted an attitude aif 
first you don’t suecced, try again.”’ 

This has been clearly pointed out during the special 
session by their action on the $270 million bond construc 
tion issue. 

By putting the bond issue — which is basically the 
same as that defeated by nearly 1 million votes at the 
Primary — on the Nov. 6 ballot the Legislature will mn 
essence be trying to persuade 500,000 voters to change 
their minds. 

The legisators gave these reasons for the defeat: 

1 The ballot didn’t clearly show what the money 
was for. 

2 The voters didn’t realize that 80 per cent of the 
$270 million was earmarked for college construction, 

We contend that voters should be given a separate 
issue on college construction without other bond issues 
thrown in to confuse the picture. 

However, final determination of whether legislators 
are derelict in their duty will be, made at the polls. 

Let’s hope that in the meantime there won't be a 
lag in constrnetion of higher education facilities to keep 
pace with enrollment growths. — J.M.O.
